resident— and that It found no 
credible evidence anyone else

ASKS NEW PROBE I 
■ Garrison's probe has stirred 
both Interest and skepticism. 
In Washington yesterday. Sen. 
Thomas J. Dodd, D-Oonn., 
urged that the Warren Com- 
mission reopen Its investigation. 

In Detroit, Sol A. Dann, a 
former lawyer for the late Jack 
Ruby, telegraphed Garrison 
Urging him to arrange for a 
mdsral or state grand Jury 
probe. 

Dann rent a similar wire to 
Ikxtistam Atty. Gen. Jack P. F. 
Greinilllon, with the added re- 
quest that an inquiry be made 
into “Jim Garrlsonh Informa- 
tion or evidence." 

Garrison has said he has no 
intention now of turning over 
his . Information to ■ state or 
federal officials: ;

M -the news conference, he 
said that “premature" disclosure 
of the investigation by . New 
Orleans, newspapers had seri- 
ously hampered the Investiga- 
tion: He barred reporters front 
the "city’s newspapers from the 
conference room. 

"jRemove ’em. by force,” 
shouted Garrison, when a 
Times-Plcayune reporter re- 
fused to leave. “Throw them 
out, If necessary.” An aide 
pushed the newsman out of 
the. room. 

Asked If he thought any for- 
eign country or any official 
Was Involved in the alleged 
conspiracy^ Garrison said no. . 
He turned away most questions 
wldt "no comment.”. . 

Ga rrison said he expects to 
obtain convictions for con- 
Wttng to kill President Ken- 
nedy and for being accessories 
aftkr the fact — that is, “having 
substantial knowledge . . . and 
''Withholding Information.” 

His special investigation 
fund, he said, will be made up 
of bank loans and "some con- 
tributions I think we will re- 
ceive.”
